As they
grow up they drift gradually but naturally
into a lifo of shame.

Their downfall is duo to the defective laws
which pormit tho otorcrowding and massing
together of teiieincnt.lioubcs.

Tho procuress is the worst cuomy of inno-
cence and tirtue. Hho thrives iu Gotham.
Generally, she is n handsomo, middle-age- d

woman, who lives in somo unpretentious
house of horovvu in n juiet locality, Hor
neighbors uovur droam of bur business. They
see hor only occasionally.

Ihey wear durable, clothes. Thero isn't
a patch to bo sieu iu the Gal den. Not ono omi-gia-

cornea to Castle Osrden iu a shoddy suit
of clothes, though ho may wear ahoddy before
he lias been in America very long.

Most of the emigrant am bittor droised than
the of New York, aud better dressed
than the ateistfo protected American worknim
or this city. Their boots and shoes aro of the
best material, and look as if they had been made
to last tor yesis.

A pleasant old woman, a stcorago passenger,
wears a silk gown. A man and hia wife, also
steerage passengora, are well dressed. An
Italian with a peacook feather in his hat, has a
gold watch and chain.

These emigrants, according to tho stump
ntators, have next to nothing to eat in Enropc.
They seem to hate thrived on it. All of them
have red checks, and aro strong and stalwart.

The Swedes and Nnrwoigaus ale going to Min-
nesota and Dakota to make the Northwest
Hcundanat iau. Many of the Irish, English, aud
Italian emigrants, also, are going West. New
York seems no longer tho halting place of the
tovagnrs from Europe.

An Italian, who wears earrings and Is as
swarthy as a Moor, asks the reporter a question
in English. The reporter is surprised to hear
tlio Italian speak English, and asks him where
ho learned tho language.

"Oh, I lived ten years in London," said tho
Italian. " I am quite Anglicized. I'm going to
llostnu, don't ton know. w hero I have a biothcl.
I'v e got to look after my luggage. '

The "luggage "of the emigrants, by the way,
is no lougci brought in a gunnysack.

A Description of tho fantastic Dance of ths
Okluboma Aborigines.

Curl tionlhC nflkt Chicago Vir.
On tho night follow iup wo went to a danee

in a rudo houso built by the Government lor
the purpose. Tho l'oucas are very fond of the
dance, aud it was their former practice to

make it the entertainment of every night, but
thoy nro now permitted to danco ouly on
Saturday night because they Bleep all tbe
succeeding day aud they are required to per-

form somo work about the agency. As we
dismounted at the dance-hous- e we were met
by several white-robe- d Indians, who stalked
about wailing to tbe beating of the drum
within. The windows were ho closely shut
that not a lav escaped, and the door was
guarded. Hy tho payment of a sum repre-Boutiu- g

$1 each we gained admittance. Tht
scene was tlluminou by two leeule lamps, nut
we could seo seated about the walls nearly
one hundred Indians, tho squaws in one end
aud the men in tliu other. In tbe middle of
th room sat twelve bucks around a kettle-
drum affair made from u tub covered with
tlcorskiu. Each buck wielded a stick with

end. We baw here for the first
time Indians in the fautostic costume of the
aborigine, with paint and feathers, heads,
pipes and hatchets.

The Pont a dance is Baid to bo the moil
fantastic, tho most nearly resembling the
original form of uny Htill in practice. No at-

tention wus paid to our advent, whicn seemed
to have occured in a breathing Bpell. we
ranged ourselves against the wall and waited,
l'rescntly ono guudily bef lathered buck began
to rock back and forth in his seat and set
up a soft wail very much like what is said to
be tho prelude the Irish " Come-All-Y- e ."
This (drain climbed tho scale steadily and in
plaintivo cadences until had grown to a loud,
piercing howl.
